About Forest Trees. 

Horace Greely recently delivered a lecture at 
the-Cooper Institute, New York, on the subject of 
‘Forest Trees.’ Mr. Greely said that he was op- 
posed to the recklessness shown by many farmers 
in the indiscriminate destruction of trees. In 
Westchester county there were trees which God 
intended should never be cut down, and yet many 
farmers there are too prone to clear their forests 
away to make what they call land cultivation. 
At the same time it was a well-known fact that 
there are many farmers who will persist in attempt- 
ing to cultivate seventy-five acres each, when 
they can not till twenty acres in a proper and 
thorough manner. He believed that if agriculture 
in the State of New York was confined to one- 
third the number of acres now cultivated, the 
product would be much greater than the present 
yield. 

The great fault of American farmers lies in 
their disposition te cultivate too much land, to do 
which they carry on a war against the trees which 
are so necessary to render the arable land rich 
and valnable for agricultural parposes. Still, 
while he reprobated the indiscriminate destruction 
of trees, he knew, that it was sometimes neces- 
sary to cut down some in order to preserve others. 
This, however, should be done with great care, 
and only those of no special value should be de- 
stroyed. 

In Europe, the forests were poor, compared to 
those of America. The foliage of the latter, with 
its rich Summer beauty, and the glory of its varie- 
gated Autumnal tints, finds no parallel in any 
other portion of the globe. It constituted the 
principal beauty of American scenery. He be- 
lieved if one-half of the forests which were stand- 
ing on this continent, at the time of its discovery 
by Columbus, were still standing, the Country 
would be much better off. This could be easily 
proven. Trees were necessary to the enriching 
of the soil and the prevention of long drouths. 
It was a fact to be deplored, that so much land 
was now devoted to pasturage. Farmers permit 
their cattle to browse in their forests, and thus 
eat out a portion of their prosperity. 

It was a great mistake for them to permit this 
to be done, for the barbarism of pasturage, it 
could be shown, was sadly destructive of their 
prosperity in more ways than one. It would be 
well if all the forests within one hundred miles of 
New York were so inclosed that ecgttle could not 
get into them, to browse’ on the bud and the young 
leaf of the sugar maple and other valuable young 
trees. In Westehester, Putnam and Rockland 
counties, New York, in Fairfield county, Cothec- 
ticut, and in many portions of New Jersey, there 
were many places where trees were intended to 
grow, and where they would grow, if the farmer 
would permit them todo so. Wherever there was 
a rock, a tree should stand by its side, and it was 
an easy matter to‘plant trees between clumps of 
rocks in soil which could not, and never was in- 
tended to bé used for any other purpose. 

No land was fit to be plowed out of which the 
rocks could not be taken. It was bad economy to 
make land by blasting rocks and pulverizing them 
into what some farmers calisoil. Stone, no matter 
how fine it might be pulverized, could not be 
transformed into ground. It was a mistaken idea 
to suppose that it could be done, and he desired 
the farmers to see it in that light, In Winchester 
county there were thousands of acres now devo- 
ted to cultivation, which should be covered witn 
forests.. The farmer could not make a better in- 
vestment than by planting them with locusts, su- 
gar maples and other valuable trees. In Europe 
this planting of trees was understood, and in Scot- 
jand it is done with great advantage to the farm- 
ing interests of the Country. Trees are valuable, 
not only for their immediate product, but they are 
highly valuable for the moisture which they 
retain, and shed upon tbe soil during the period of 
drouth. 

By the wholesale ‘estfuction of them the farmer 
intensifies our Summer drouths. If it were desira- 
ble to have a long drouth annually let the Country 
be denuded of forests, and it will not fail to pay 
usa visit. Wisdom, it was true, dictated the policy 
of eutting down many trees that are of no value, 
so that our forests might be improved in beauty 
and value. There should be combined enterprise 
for increasing our forestss He deprecated the 
running of a railroad through John Brown’s tract, 
which he denominated the great park of the State 
of New York. The enterpfise had broken two or 
three men, and he hoped it would break every 
man who ventured into it. We could not afford to 
have that lovely region cut bare of its trees. He 
believed that if it were done there would be im- 
mense floods annually on the Mohawk and the 
Hudson, which would sweep away whole streets 
in Albany and Troy. That tract should be pre- 
served for the benefit of ail who desired to leave 
the city and all its conventionalisms in Summer, 
and go to that place to breathe the pure air of 
Heaven and enjoy a season of freedom from the 
restraints of society. 

Mr. Greeley urged the establishment of forest 
parks in various parts of the country. These 
could be formed within a distance to be reached 
by a five hours’ ride from the city, and they could 
be filled with animals like the antelope of the 
West and others equally as valuable. There was

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no reason why we should not have parks of this 
kind in this Country, which would throw those of 
Europe far in the shade. In couclusion, he hoped 
that the farmers of the Country would adopt 
measures to prevent the destruction of birds on 
their farms. ‘The preservation of the birds was an 
absolute necessity. They destroyed insects which 
were becoming more numerous year after year, 
a fact which could be attributed to the great scar- 
city of birds as compared with the great abund- 
ance of former years. He hoped that if the mar- 








Cireular frem the Cee ft heed Rov. 


The following circular from the Commissioner of 
aac Revenue will be of general interest and 
value. 

Treasury Derr., Orrice or Int. Revenve, 
Waghtington, Jan. 9, 1865. 

Complaint continues to be received at this office 
that many persons liable to iscome tax fail to 
make full returns. These «2#mplaints have become 
so general that I deem it am*:ty I owe to the pub- 
lic service to call the attemjon of assessors to the 
subject, that they may exert the necessary dili- 
gence to remove, if possible, the cause. 

Any tax-payer who renders untrue returns com- 
mits a triple offence; fire against the Country 
which he defrauds; secondly against his neighbor, 
whom he injures by casting upon him a larger 
share of the public burden than he ought to bear; 
and thirdly, against the law, which is violated both 
civilly and criminally, and which demands for the 
act a doubling of the debt as a recompense, and 
punishment for the crime as a retribution. 

Erroneous returns are due sometimes to ignor- 
ance, sometimes to carelessnéss and inadvertence, 
and sometimes, also, to a deliberate purpose to de- 
fraud the Government. When their correctness is 
suspected, assistant assessors ought not to hesi- 
tate to make the necessary ‘inquiries, in order to 
ascertain the truth. Otherwise their duty is not 
performed. 

Delicacy under such citcumstances must be laid 
aside, and respect for wealth, influence, or social 
position must yield to the higher obligations of of- 
ficial responsibility. Honest men when properly 
interrogated will-not in general refuse to afford 
satisfaction te Government officers, and the dis- 
honest should not be suffered to escape under pre- 
tense of sensibilities too nice to endure a disrepu- 
table imputation without offense. A cheerful sub- 
mission to a proceeding which @ due execution of 
the law requires, is demanded in times like these 
equally by patriotism and good sense, and an ap- 
peal to those possessed of such qualities will sel- 
dom fail to produce the desired response. If any 
errors are believed to exist, it is not necessary to 
assume, in the first place, that they have been 
committed wilfully; but, on the contrary, it may 
be well to advise the re to amend his re- 
turn, and to accept it if he avails himself of the 
opportunity. If he refuses to do so, section 14th 
of the late Act authorizes a mode of proceeding 
= if vigorously pursued, will eviscerate the 
truth. 

Tax-payers who are not cognizant of their res- 

ponsibilities ought .to be informed of them, and 
those who ate unable to make out their returns, 
ought to be kindly instructed and assisted by the 
assistant aesessors; but willful and incorrigible of. 
fenders should be made to recognize the power of 
the law in the prompt and sure visitations of its 
penalties. Let assistant assessors understand that 
it is their business not merely to take returns, but 
to ascertain whether they correct, and wken 
they have reason to believe em incorrect, to act 
as already indicated. When an increased assess- 
ment is sworn down untruly, the ease should be 
reported to the assessor, who should, when proba. 
ble cause appears, institute an investigation, and 
make it searching and thorough. 
. A false return, even the<¢h accepted without 
alteration and the tax _ has no binding effect 
on the Government. hen fraud is discovered, 
the assistant assessor may make the proper in- 
crease, and if the tax-payer shall swear down the 
assessment on the increased feturn, he may be pro- 
ceeded against for the perjury; or, which is the 
better way, instead of the increase being made, an 
investigation may be had under section “14, the 
just amount of the duty ascertained, and an hun- 
dred per cent. added to it by way of penalty. 

If an assistant assessor is destitate of the needed 
intelligence, or vigor, his place ought to be speed- 
ily supplied by one better fitted for it, and if the 
number of assistant assessors appointed is not suf- 
ficient to work the district, the fagt should be com- 
municated at once to this office. 

The special income tax, if fairly assessed and 
collected, will produce more than thirty-five mil- 
lions of dollars. It depends upon the assessors 
and their assistants mainly whether the expecta- 
tions of the department and the Country, on the 
subject, shall be realized or disappointed.

Taz Ovp Axsm-cHair.—A Paris journal pub- 
lishes the following strange history of an old 
gothic arm-chair, which was sold a few days since 
at the public auction rooms in the Rou Dsouet. 
The article in question, at first richly ornamented, 
was presented by the maker to Maria Theresa, and 
figuredin her boudoir. After the de&th of the 
Empress of Austria, it was sent in conformity with 
her desire to Queen Marie Antojuette, in France, 
and was subsequently used by Louis XVI, during 
his imprisonment in the temple. After the King’s 
tragical death, Clery, his valet de chambre, be- 
came its owner, and took it to England, where it 
successively became the property of the Prince 
Regent, and afterwards of the Duke of Cumber- 
land. The latter took it with him to Berlin, and 
there sent it to an upholster for repairs. The 
workman to whom it was entrusted, found in the 
stuffing of the seat a diamond pin, the portrait of 
a boy, and several sheets of closely written manu- 
script. The mansold the pin, and gave the por- 
trait and papers to a watchmaker of his avquaint- 
ance. Some years later the watchmaker, whose 
name was Naundorff, endeavored to pass himself 
off as Louis XVII., and prodteed the papers and 
portrait in support of his pretensions.. After mak- 
ing some noise in Brance, and then in Belgium, 
where he lost his son, wno called himself the 
Duke of Normandy, he went to Java in 1853, and 
died there. The workman whé found the por- 


trait and documents kept his secret till just before 
his death, when he revealed, the whole to his fam- 
ily. One of his relatives having ascertained that 
the chair was still at Berlin, purchased it, and sold 
ittoa French traveler, who carried it to Paris. 
where it ultimately came into the n of an 
old woman, the inmate of an asylum for the aged, 
lately deceased. It has now been sold by auction 
with the rest of her effects.—Galignani.

An Act 
FOR THE ENCOURAGEMENT OF MINING. 

Section 1. When three or more persons, own— 
ing or claiming as joint tenants, tenants in com- 
mon, or corparceners, a majority of the number 
of feet, shares or interests in any mining claim in 
this State, shall have formed, or shali hereafter 
form-themselves iuto a corporation, or organized 
association, for the purpese of working and devel- 
oping such mining claim, and shall actually pro- 
ceed to work and develop the same, such corpora- 
tion or association may, without demand, except 
by commencement of action, institute in any court 
of competent jurisdiction suit, in its corporate or 
associate name, upon an implied contract for the 
payment of money, against om 4 person not a 
stockholder in or member of such corporation or

The proportion of money expended, or 
indebtedness assumed by such corporation or as- 
sociation, for the payment of which such joint 
tenant, tenant in common, or coparcener is made 
liable, under the provisions of this Act, shall be 
deemed such an amount of money, or indebted- 
ness, as bears the same proportion to the whole 
amount of money expended, or indebtedness 
assumed, as the interest in mining claim, owned or 
claimed by such joint tenant, tenant in common, 
or coparcener, bears to the whole of the mining 
claim. 

Sec. 3. Any number of such joint tenants, 
tenants in common, or coparceners, may be joined 
as parties defendant in any suit instituted under 
the provisions of this Act; but each defendant 
shall_be entitled to plead separately; and when 
the cause shall be tried by jury,as many of the 
separate issues of facts as may be agreed upon by 
the parties, may be determined by the same jury. 
Judgment shall be rendered for or against each 
defendant, seperately, and the costs of suit may 
be apportioned among the several parties defend- 
ant, against. whom judgment may be rendered, in 
such manner as to the Court may appear just and 
equitable; provided, that in all cases the defend- 
ant, prior to the institution of suit under the pro- 
visions of this Act, shall be entitled to three weeks 
notice of the intention of such corporation or - 
association to institute such suit, which notice may 
be either personally or by the publication in some 
newspaper published in the county within which 
such mining claim is located, and if none be pub- 
lished in said county, then in the nearest adjoining 
county. 

Sec. 4. The summons shall specify: 

First—The amount of money actually expended, 
or indebtedness assumed by such corporation or 
association, in the actual and necessazy working 
and development of said minjng claim; and 

Second—The amount due from each joint ten- 
ant, tenant in common, or coparcener, as his or 
her proportion.of such money or indebtedness. 

Sec. 5. All suits instituted under the provisions 

of this Act, shall be brought in the eounty within 
which the mining claim may be located; and 
where the defendant 18 ® non-resident of the 
county within which suit is brought, but a resident 
of the State, service of summons may be had per- 
sonally as in other cases, or, by publication in the 
same manner as provided by law for service of 
summons by publication, where the defendant is a 
non-resident of the State and a resident of ‘the 
State of California, and all of the provisions of 
law regulating proceedings in other civil cases 
shall, so far as the same are applicable, apply to 
suits instituted under this Act. 
_ Sec. 6. The amount of money expended’ or 
indebtedness assumed by such corporation or 
association, as the proportion due from such joint 
tenant, tenant in common, or coparcener, for the 
actual and necessary working and development of 
said mining claims, shall be a lien in favor of such 
on agorse ge or association, upon the interest of 
such joint tenant, tenant in common, of coparce- 
ner in such mining claim, from the time such 
money was expended, or indebtedness assumed 
by such corporation or association; which lien 
shall bind such interest from the time of such 
Payment or assumption, as against any subse- 
quent purchaser, mortgagee, or other person 
acquiring a lien upon or title to or interest in the 
same. Suit may be instituted against the person 
owning or claiming such interest at the time of the 
commencement of the action, for the recovery of 
the whele amount due upon such interest; and all 
judgments rendered in any action instituted under 
the provisions of this Act, and any execution 
issued thereon, shall bind and ran against such 
interest, and no other property of the defendant 
shall be subject to execution on said judgment. 

Sec. 7. All sales of any interest in a mining 
claim under an execution issued on a judgment 
obtained in any suit under the provisions of this 
Act shall be absolute, and the purchaser shall -be 
entitled to the immediate possession of the inter- 
est purchased by¢him at such sale. 

Sec. 8. An Act entitled ‘An Act for the en- 
couragement of mining,’ passed by the Legislative 
Assembly of the Territory of Nevada, approved 
February 20th, eighteen hundred and sixty-four 
(1864) is hereby repealed, and all rights of action 
accrued under said Act shall be commenced and 
prosecuted under, the provisions of this Act; pro- 
vided, that such repeal shall not in any manner 
affect any action already commenced under said 
Act, bat all such actions shall. be prosecuted 
thereunder the same as though said Act were not 
hereby repealed.

Tue Inptan ALARM.—Dispatches have been sent 
to the Governor, representing that settlers and 
travelers along the road between this county and 
Susanville have been put to much trouble, and one 
or two killed, by Indians. These statememts were 
correct; and we are glad to be informed that the 
Governor has taken measures to afford the peo- 
ple along that road the protection asked. 

It may be well to state, however, for the satis- 
faction of persons who have friends here, or 
acquaintances who owe them coin, within the 
meaning of the specific contract law, that in 
Humboldt county we are not dwelling in the midst 
of alarms; that we have had no trouble with 
the Indians, except that from places remote from 
the principal towns stock in considerable numbers 
bas been stolen. In the Upper Humboldt region, 
there is greater danger. We are told that Major 
McDermit intends establishing a post in or near 
Paradise Valley, to be occupied by a company of 
cavalry. Paradise Valley is a point where several 
much-traveled roads approach. An establishment 
there, even of but one good mounted company, 
will afford ample protection for the settlers and 
roads throughout a wide extent of country. 
age is abundant there, and provisions can be taken 
over an excellent wagon road at all times of year. 
From there mounted men can in a few hours reach 
any point in the Humboldt country likely to be 
annoyed by the vagabond Indians roving from the 
Black Rock country to the Susanville road. 

In all the towns of this county a chronic quiet 
reigns, and people feel secure under their scalps.

Ay Iuportayt Decision was rendered, Monday, 
by Judge Burbank, District Judge in Storey. It is 
a startling matter to fall before the eyes of our 
mining community at this time. We have no 
room for the decision, nor for even a full summary 
of its points. The questions in the case arose 
somewhat thus: It isa provision of the by-laws 
of the Alpha mining company, Virginia, that the 
Trustees shall never involve the company in in- 
debtedness exceeding, in all, at any one time, $10,_ 
000. The Trustees assumed to change this provis- 
ion in the by-laws; and contracted a large indebt- 
edness beyond the limits named. Execution is- 
sued for sale of company property, to satisfy 
notes given for a portion of this indebtedness. 
An order of Court was obtained, temporarily, 
restraining sale. A demurrer ing up, decid 
thata corporation under the Terriorial law is sub- 
ject in the condact of all its business to the Trus- 
tees; that the action of the Trustees, amending the 
limitation as to indebtedness, and afterwards con- 
tracting additional indebtedness, is legal. 

We are anxious to see this decision of Bug- 
bank’s passed upon in the Supreme Court. All 
mining corporations in this county, and all law- 
yers, have understood the law as interpreted by 
plaintiffs in this case. 

The by-laws of many companies here have 
stipulations as to indebtedness and assessments. 
If the Trustees are during their term subject to no 
by-laws enacted by the stockholders, who should 
have any power at all to succed them? 








For Ipano.—The Chinese are flocking that way 
in force. The advance of a long procession of 
these dusky emigrants reached town Tuesday eve- 
ning, on foot and packed; and each day since, the 
number at their camping ground has swelled. 
They seem to be waiting for still further additions, 
before setting out for the river. These fellows 
trudge along on foot, the same as we see them al- 
ways in motion—almost every one having a large 
bamboo pole over his shoulders with a heavy bun- 
dle of clothing, mining tools, provisions, and cook- 
ing traps, at each end of the bamboo.

Sec. 1. _ Provides that there shall be levied and 
collected annually the following taxes, to wit:

act shall be paid in, gold and silver coin of the 
United States, or in foreign coin at the value fixed 
for such coin by the lays of the United States. 

Sec. 2 Provides that the Board of County Com- 
missioners of each county shall, prior to the first 
Monday in April, annually, assess the amount of 
taxes that shall be levied for county purposes; 
designating the number of cents which shall on 
each $100 of taxable property, real or personal, 
be levied for each purpose; and shall add thereto 
the amount levied by law on each $100 of taxable 
property for State purposes. 

Sec. 6. Provides thet between the first Monday 

in April and the first Monday in August, in each 
year, the County Assessor shall list and assess all 
the property in his cosnty subject to taxation. 
- Sec. 10. Provides aiat every District Judge 
shall from time to time direct each,and every ad- 
ministrator, executor: and guardian to pay out 
of the funds of the estate all taxes that have at- 
tached or accrued against such estate after the 
passage of this Act. 

Sec. 14. Provides that on or before the first 
Monday in August in tach year, the Assessor shall 
complete his tax list and shall attach his certificate 
thereto, and deliver it to the Clerk of the Board of 
County Commissioners, who shall give notice of 
the fact, specifying therein the time of meeting of 
the Board of Equalization, by publishing in one 
newspaper published in the county. 

Sec. 15. Provides that the Board of equaliza- 
tion shall meet on the second Monday in August, 
in each year, and shall continue in session from 
time to time until the business of equalization pre- 
sented to them is disposed of. Provided, however, 
that they shall not sit after the first Monday in Sep- 
tember, except on the’third Monday in September, 
when they shall meet to hear complaints in ex- 
cepted cases. The Board of equalization, in Sep- 
tember, may require the Assessor to enter upon 
the assessment roll any mortgage or lien, or other 
property which has not been assessed, and the | 

ssessment so made shall have the same force and 
effect as if made by the Assessor before the de- 
livery of the assessment roll by him to the Clerk 
of the Board of Equalization.

Sec. 44. Provides that the Controller of State 
shall, before the first" Monday in March, in each | 
year, cause proper blank receipts for poll taxes to 
be printed by the State Printer, of a uniform ap- 
pearance, changing the style thereof each year; | 
and said Controller after signing and numbering | 
them, shall canse a number thereof equal to the 
probable number of inhabitants in each county | 
liable to pay a poll tax, to be immediately for- 
warded to the County Treasurer of each county. 

Sec. 46. Provides that no receipt for poll tax, 
other than that mentioned in this Act, shall be 
used or given for the payment of such tax; and 
any Assessor who shell receive any poll tax with- 
out delivering the proper receipt required by law, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor for each poll tax 
so received, and on conviction thereof, shall be 
punished by imprisonment in the county jail for 
not less than three months nor more than one year, 
or by a fine of not less than $100 nor more than 
$1,000, for each offense; or by both such fine and 
imprisonment. 

Sec. 48. Provides that no person shall be deem- 


able to exhibit a receipt therefor, issued from the 
office ef Controller of State; or otherwise prove 
the payment of the same. 

Sec. 50. Provides that to enforce the collec- 
tion of poll taxes as provided in this Act, the 
Assessor may sieze so much of any and every 
species of personal property whatsoever, claimed 
by any person liable to, and refusing or neglect- 
ing to pay his poll tax, or property in the posses- 
sion or due from any other person, and belonging 
to such person so refusing or neglecting to pay 
such poll tax, a8 will be sufficient to pay the same 
and costs of seizure; which costs shall not exceed 
three dollars; and shall sell the same at any time 
or place, giving verbal notice one hour previous 
to such sale, And any person indebted to another 
liable to pay a poll tax, but who has neglected or 
refused to pay the same, shall be liable to pay 
said tax for such other person, after service upon 
him by the ‘Assessor of a notice in writing, stating 
the name or names of the person or persons so 
liable and owing apoll tax ; and such debtor may, 
upon paying the same, deduct the amount thereof, 
with cost of serving such notice (which wilt be 
one dollar), from such indebtedness. 

Sec. 53. Provides that of the moneys collected 
as poll tax under the provisions of this Act, after 
all the expenses of collection are paid, fifty per 
cent. shall be paid into the County Treasury for 
county purposes, and the remaining fifty per cent. 
shall be paid in for State purposes. 

Sec. 56. Provides that on the first Monday in 
December it shall be the duty of the County Audi- 
tor, and he is hereby required, to forthwith trans- 
mit to the Controller of State a certified statement 
of the number of poll taxes received by him from 
the County Treasurer, the number of such receipts 
issued by him to the Assessor, the number of 
such receipts returned to him by the Assessor, the 
amount of money paid over by the Assessor to 
the County Treasurer on poll tax collections, and 
the number of such receipts then transmitted to 
the Controller of State.
